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PONY CLUB RALLY WORK 

A letter from Howard Fair about the Inter City Pony Club Rally 
held in Toronto late in June is a helpful reminder of what can be done 
to further children’s interest in the sport of riding. At the end of his 
letter which was recently published on this page, Mr. Fair makes a 
very pertinent observation: “Hardly any of our children are ever 
going to be able to afford grooms and this is one way to really keep 
hunting alive and healthy.” ” : 

Mr. Fair is referring to the whole riding club movement which 
has taken such hold in Canada following the example set some years 
ago in England. The program does not just encompass riding classes 
for children at horse shows but encourages children to test their skill 
through the whole orbit of horsemanship, stable management, feed- 
ing and care of the horse and ending with modified three-day olympic, 
which asks for dressage, jumping and a cross country test. 

What appeared so interesting to both Mr. Fair who judged the 
rally and to Mrs. Jean Hanna his associate judge, was not only the 
skill the children displayed throughout the whole 4 days of the event, 
previously described in The Chronicle by its Canadian correspondent 
Broadview, but the emphasis laid on team cooperation as contrasted 
to individual scores. As Mr. Fair writes, “The individual awards 
were hardly considered on the final summing up, the team placing 
being the great feature.” . F 

There is so much to be said for the usefulness of organized pony 
club work in furthering horsemanship in this country it is hard to 
know where to begin. Suffice to say, everyone in this country will 
admit the value of organizing children to help them acquire an inter- 
est in riding, but too many of us fall short of our responsibility by 
doing nothing further about it. It is not fair to say nothing has been 
done in this country towards furthering an interest in children’s 
horsemanship as this is far from the case. Individual classes for 
horsemanship at all shows, junior classes, junior hunts, children’s 
pony courses are becoming familiar in many hunting countries. 

The organization, however, as it has been successfully developed 
and the results of which are so well portrayed at Toronto’s Inter City 
Rally are lacking. ; 

Working as a team, children can grow tremendously excited over 
a series of competitive events, far more so than when showing indi- 
vidually. Children are almost always gtegarious by nature, and those 
that are not can be aided tremendously by the give and take necessary 
in group competition and instruction, Our own highly developed 
children’s equitation classes provide incentive for many children to 
compete in shows, but these classes are always won by the leading 
child riders, those who go from show to show gathering points. The 


others who either through having inferior ponies or no opportunity - 


to show sufficiently are out in the cold, so to speak, with little incen- 
tive or reward to spur them on towards learning good horsemanship 
methods. 

How can we-as a group interested in developing better and more 
enthusiastic junior riders in this country develop a pattern of en- 
deavour that will approach the high standard set in the Pony Clubs 
of other countries? One of the leading figures in this work in Canada 
has been Adele Rockwell and no doubt, although she is a very busy 
person, Mrs. Rockwell could explain to those interested here what 
initial steps to pursue. The idea is not difficult however, and is one 
based on organization, a competent instructor and enough interested 
amateurs who will help get the children out, help furnish the ponies, 
help with transportation and with various rallies as they are held 
throughout the season. 

Variety is the essence of this training. It is not enough to have 
children learn equitation as spelled by long hours of going round and 
round a ring. Breaking them up into teams, children learn the care 
of their ponies, grooming, mucking out stalls, cleaning tack. Work- 
ing with cross country rides, picnics and morning or afternoon out- 
ings, an instructor can soon get a group of children to look forward 
eagerly to their pony club meetings, not as an educational dri but 
as a day for real fun. Mr. Fair and Mrs. Hanna were tremendously 
impressed with the skill the Canadian children displayed in such a 
complicated event as a 3-day Olympic course, doubting at first the 
practicality of such a program. The result of the cross country, 30 
children successfully navigated 636 fences in an hour’s time (an 
average of little better than 21 fences per contestant) left no doubt 
in their minds. Pony Club Rallies really work.

Analysis of German 
Shows 


Dear Sir: 


I believe the following analysis 
might be of interest to your readers. 

An analysis of the results of the 
international classes in the first two 
German shows in which the US Team 
participated (Wiesbaden and Dues- 
seldorf—the detailed results for the 
Hamburg shows are not available 
here as yet), show a marked super- 
iority of the Spanish riders and hor- 
ses. Spain has in Mr. F. Goyogoa 
and the young (20 year old) C. Fi- 
gueroa two excellent horsemen and 
they brought out a few outstanding 
horses, the best of which seem to be 
Vergel and Walkyre, (both ridden 
by Mr. Goyogoa). 

The Germans, known as good hor- 
semen and thorough trainers of 
jumpers with the help of a great 
deal of basic dressage, were on their 
homegrounds thereby having a psy- 
chological advantage. The best of 
their riders is no doubt Mr. F. Thie- 
demann (who also doubles success- 
fully in dressage events) on his 
horse Meteor. 

Our US riders definitely got into 
their stride in the second show in 
Duesseldorf where they were able to 
get two first in the jumping events 
(one in the team class), whereas in 
the preceding Wiesbaden show a 
mixed English-USA team was able to 
get the second place in the team 
jumping. A similarly mixed team 
was third in the team class in Dues- 
seldorf. 

It was to be expected that in the 
dresage events Germany would be 
in the top running. However, the two 
second places of our Capt. Borg on 


Bill Biddle are excellent achieve- 
ments. It should also be noted that 
the Chilean riders showed good work 
in these events. In the jumping class- 
es they still seemed to be a little 
handicapped—but they have the rid- 
ers and horses for top competition. 
The same refers to the Argentinians. 
England definitely was not in full 
force and with their leading horses 
in these shows, otherwise we most 
certainly would have seen better 
results for them. France was only 
represented by a few individual rid- 
ers from the army of occupation. 
Their Olympic horses and riders were 
not available for these shows.

Crafty Admiral Scores In Brooklyn Handicap; 
Wakefield Stakes To Real Brother 





Charfran Stable’s Crafty Admiral 
added his name to an impressive 
list of turf immortals when he won 
the 1 1-4 mile Brooklyn Handicap 
on July 12, closing day at Aqueduct. 
This being the richest edition of this 
famous stake, it added $41,700 to 
Crafty Admiral’s bankroll. That 
bankroll has now reached the pro- 
portion of $112,875, for a $14,000 
investment, which is what this bay 
son of Fighting IF ox——Admiral’s 
Lady, by War Admiral cost Charles 
and Frances Cohen, of Miami Beach. 
They bought the colt from his breed- 
er H. A. Grant on the last day of 
1951, and since that time he has 
won 4 races in Florida including tl.e 
Gulfstream Park Handicap, also set- 
ting a Hialeah track record for 
7 furlongs, but (although running 
well) this is his first stakes triumph 
since migrating north. 

Taking command shortly after 
the gates flew open, the bay colt 
was taken under light restraint by 
Jockey Eric Guerin down the back- 
stretch, drew out when called upon 
after leaving the final turn and pull- 
ed away to win handily with some- 
thing left. 

Rokeby Stable’s County Delight got 
up to take the runner-up spot after 
King Ranch’s To Market had worn 
himself out trying to get to the pace 
setter, but he managed to hold on 
for third. 

Crafty Admiral’s time for this 
1 1-4 mile, was 2.01 4-5, just 2-5 
off the track mark set by Valdina 
Orphan in the Dwyer Stakes of 
1952, when he was being chased by 
Shut Out. Crafty Admiral’s time 
was the best since the stake was 
changed from 1 1-8 mile to 1 1-4 
mile back in 1940. 

According to Bob Horwood in the 
Daily Racing Form, Guerin said of 
Crafty Admiral after the race, ‘‘He 
just loped along until he got ready 
to take off around the turn. It 
was a mighty, easy ride’. But as Mr. 
Horwood points out Crafty Admiral’s 
time for the half was .47, 6 furlongs 
in 1.11 3-5 and the mile in 1.37. So 
you can see the son of Fighting Fox 
wasn’t waiting for any taxi. 


Empire City at Jamaica opened a 
6-day meeting on July 14, with the 
$10,000 Wakefield Stakes for 2- 
year-olds with the winner turning up 
in Mrs. George F. Spear’s ex-claimer 
Real Brother. And so another name 
is added to the already confused list 
of 2-year-olds—where will the crown 
rest at the end of the year? 

Real Brother, had a very interest- 
ing pedigree being a son of Half 
Brother, which is a half-brother to 
Requested, the 1941 Wakefield 
Stakes winner, and a most success- 
ful sire, standing at the Spendthrift 
Farm of Leslie Combs II, Lexing- 
ton, Ky. Both Requested and Half 
Brother were bred by Lewis J. Tutt. 
They are out of Fair Perdita, which 
is by Eternal. Requested igs by Ques- 
tionnaire while Half Brother is by 
Epithet. Real Brother is Half Bro- 
ther’s only registered foal of 1950. 
He was bred by E. Constantin, Jr. 
for whom he started his racing car- 
eer only to be claimed for $6,000, 
by G. Gay. His present owner, Mrs. 
George F. Spear claimed him for 
$8,000. 

Real Brother’s sire raced for Ben 
Whitaker, who said that he was as 
game as they come, but also com- 
pletely unsound. Half Brother was 
given to Mr. Constantin, a Texas 


neighbor of Whitaker’s and mated 
to a few mares. 

While thé ex-claimer Real Brother 
was at work at Jamaica, another high- 
priced claimer was proving his worth. 
This was Congo King, which A. P. 
Mergardt, picked out of the box for 
$11,000 from Mrs. Isobel Dodge 
Sloane’s Brookmeade Stable. 

The event was an allowance feature 
at Monmouth Park, and the 15,000 


fans ‘which sweltered in the heat 
made this son of Okapi—Elite, by 
Blue Larkspur, the favorite, and were 
duly rewarded when he won by 2 
lengths. Jockey Glen Lasswell, stead- 
ied the brown gelding just off the 
pace set by J. W. Rodger’s Gray Fleet 
and R. B. Carroll’s Bedouin, moved 
to the outside to challenge the lead- 
ers as they entered the stretch and 
drew out to win easily by 2 lengths. 


The Woolford Farms of H. M. Woolf 
furnished the winner of the featured 
BPOE handicap at Jamaica on the 
15th, in the chestnut gelding by Bleu 
d’Or—Searlet Insco, by Insco, named 
True Pattern. However, it wasn’t a 
true pattern as True Pattern went to 
the top to open up a good lead and 
then didn’t stop, he kept right on 


running even when W. M. Wickham’s 
White Skies made a drive at him just 
inside the 8th pole. In winning this 
Elks Handicap True Pattern upset 
such outstanding 3-year-olds as the 
favored Whither, A. G. Vanderbilt’s 
color-bearer, C. H. Johannsen, Jr.’s 
Heap Big Chief, Marlboro Stud Farm’s 
Jet Master, and Mrs. R. L. Gerry’s 
Master Ace in the 6-furlong jaunt. 


In the previous race, a 1 1/16 mile 
allowance affair for 4-year-olds and 
up, Elixir, also by Bleu d’Or, and out 
of an Insco mare, and bred by Mr. 
Woolf came from just off the pace to 
win by 2% lengths. This gave the 
deceased Bleu d’Or (Blue Larkspur— 
*Faucille D’Or, by Sardanapale) two 
consecutive winners of the day’s fea- 
tures.

Letter From A Horse 





Answer To An Anonymous Letter From 
One of Our English Cousins

A recent and somewhat abusive 
letter in the mail box accuses me at 
great length of being ‘‘a violent An- 
glophobe’’. It appears that the mis- 
sive has been mailed from Valhalla, 
for the writer is apparently a horse, 
and a very famous dead horse at 
that. In fact, my correspondent is 
the sire of Man o’War, for the signa- 
ture very plainly states that it is 
from none other than ‘Fair Play’’ 
himself. 

As may well be imagined, I am 
more than a little perturbed about 
all this. If Fair Play wants to write 
letters from the Elysian Fields (he 
doesn’t say exactly where his present 
address is) I should have thought 
that Ripley would have been the 
man for him to have got in touch 
with, rather than me. Also, I find 
it a little hard to understand the 
exact nature of Fair Play’s plaint. 
It seems to me that he has far more 
reason than I to dislike ‘‘perfidious 
Albion” for, unless my memory errs, 
it was an unjust provision of the 
English Jersey Act that prohibited 
his most illustrious son, Man o’War, 
from being admitted to the General 
Stud Book. However, be that as it 
may, I would like to reply to the 
main body of his charge. 

I am not an Anglophobe. I con- 
sider our transatlantic consins to 
be an adult and cultured nation. I 
admire their system of education; 
their great sense of humor; their 
gift of understatement; their hor- 
ror of displayed emotion; their ad- 
miration of law and order; their 
passion for empire (which, I am 
afraid, is slightly coming apart at 
the seams) and, above all else, their 
genuine love of horse racing and 
hunting. That is on the credit side 
of the ledger. In the red ink de- 
partment, I specifically dislike the 
attitude of a certain type of English- 
man who is quite often to be en- 
countered in British racing. His 
manner is insular and fuedal. He 
likes to live in a cast iron lung of 
infantile racing paralysis and is su- 
premely intolerant of any attempt 
to get him out of it. On a recent 
visit I bluntly asked a very big wig 
of the English turf why it was that 
a public address system was not used 
for calling races at courses such as 
Newmarket where it is always very 
hard for even the privileged few to 
accurately see what is going on. As 
for the general public, they are locat- 
ed almost half-a-mile from any one 
of the three winning posts and might 
as well not be there at all. My Lord 
Tom Noddy’s reply was typical of 
his ilk, and his way of thinking. 

“Well, you know”, he said affably, 
“once you start that sort of thing, 
there is no telling where it will end. 
Speaking entirely as an owner. I 
do not want every Tom, Dick or 
Harry who comes racing to know 
-where my horses are at any given 
moment. Besides, an announcer’s 
view is only one man’s opinion. isn’t 
it? After all, the judges’ verdict is 
what counts, and now that he has 
this new fangled camera arrange- 
ment to assist him, I fail to see any 
merit in accelerating things’. Then 
as a profound afterthought he added, 
“In any case, a lot of people would 
doubtless find an announcer’s voice 
very irritating to say the least of 
te.” 

I swallowed hard and decided that 
as I was technically a guest in his 
country, that it might be best to 
leave well enough alone. 

Should you wish a further example 
of this peculiar English attitude of 
mind that it is always my pleasure 
to debunk, here is an excerpt from 
the racing recollections of another 
member of the aristocracy. It is to be 
found in the ‘“‘The Horseman’s Year” 
of 1948. The author is telling the 
story of a young army officer who

foolishly got himself into deep fin- 
ancial waters by betting on credit 
with bookmakers. He closes the ac- 
count of the tragic incident by say- 
ing, ‘“‘Poor boy (for he was little 
more) he shot himself. Terribly 
sad, and so unnecessary’. His lord- 
ship only vaguely alludes to the fact 
that he was a director of the firm 
of bookmakers concerned. The whole 
sordid little tragedy is airily dis- 
missed as being unpleasant, and as 
the noble author so truly remarks, 
“unnecessary”. The lad obviously 
had not been sent to the right school 
in the first place. 

Just thirty years ago the English 
turf was infested and terrorized by 
organized gangs of cutthroat bullies, 
blackmailers and gangsters. They 
preyed upon bookmakers and public 
alike. No law-abiding citizen was 
safe from their attentions. If you 
played a winner and had a large sum 
of money to collect, it was large odds 
on that you would either be robbed 
with violence, right on the racetrack, 
or your pocket was picked on the 
journey home. Finally, the rival 
gangs fell to fighting among them- 
selves over jurisdictional territory, 
and chose various race courses as 
their battlegrounds. Their favorite 
weapons were razors, broken bottles, 
black-jacks, and, occasionally, fire- 
arms. These acts of mayhem and 
even murder were seldom published 
in the press for fear of reprisals to 
the reporter concerned. Another and 
more important reason was because 
it was the wish and unwritten order 
of many of the “pillars of racing” 
that the turf should not receive any 
unfavorable form of publicity. Like 
Ceasar’s wife, English horseracing 
must always be above suspicion. On 
one occasion a well known racing 
journalist did write and print a story 
concerning a robbery with violence 
that he and several of his colleagues 
had witnessed at Newmarket. The 
following afternoon, before racing 
started, he was summoned in front 
of the stewards and told autocratical- 
ly by Lord Lonsdale (then Senior 
Steward) that his story was a lie 
woven from the whole cloth. When 
he insisted on calling witnesses, they 
were escorted in front of the tri- 
bunal by policemen and their evid- 
ence heard as in a court-martial. 
Lord Lonsdale asked most of the 
questions, and left no doubt in any- 
one’s mind that he considered the 
entire affair to be a conspiracy and 
a fabrication. In perfect fairness it 
should be recounted that one of the 
other stewards, Sir Samuel Scott, 
later apologized to the press for Lord 
Lonsdale’s treatment of them. 

On yet another occasion thig auto- 
cratic old man was an officiating 
steward at the Leicestershire Hunt 
Steeplechases. In the feature event 
of the. day eight horses went down 
to the post and nine finished. This 
amazing state of affairs was brought 
about by a lady, who, mounted upon 
her own hunter, waited a couple of 
jumps from home in order to see her 
husband and his horse, Phantom 
Queen, take the last two fences. 
Phantom Queen came over the haz- 
ard ten on top, the lady got excited, 
her horse took off, and before she 
knew it, she was in the race. She 
finished a very creditable third, but 
after recovering from the _ shock, 
Lord Lonsdale had her brought in 
front of him and fined her ten 
pounds for what he called ‘‘her un- 
warrantable and monstrous intrus- 
ion . 

It was also another of this old 
gentleman’s pet illusions that he 
had once knocked down John L. 
Sullivan. As a young man he did, 
in fact, have an exhibition bout with 
the then heavyweight king of the 
bare fist fighters. During the round 
Sullivan slipped on the canvas, but 
to his dying day Lord Lonsdale al- 
ways maintained that he had knock- 
ed the champion of the world down. 
No one ever had the temerity to 
challenge that gross exaggeration, 
for his lordship had become a legan- 
dary sporting figure of the ring and 
turf, and, as such, could never be 
criticized.

Learning Some Valuable Lessons From 


Dyed-In-The-Wool Racing Fans 





Easy Mark 


During the last unpleasantness of 
World War II this scribbler was in- 
troduced to racing in a very indirect 
way. Our job was a paper work one 
and it was our duty to bury paper 
work with more paper work: All of 
which could have been eliminated 
and yours truly sent home without 
causing the war effort to suffer one 
iota. Anyway it was our pleasure to 
work with a captain who happened 
to be a right guy instead of rank 
conscious stuffed shirt, who gloried 
in his brass hat. 

It only recently dawned on us 
what made the difference in the 
makeup of character which this of- 
ficer possessed. This man did not act 
like your lord and master but as 
your friend and fellowman, in fact 
he acted like a citizen of a demo- 
cracy should. 

However, there was one. thing 
about the good captain that used to 
cause us a lot of worry and concern. 
Occasionally when the snarled up 
paper work got the best of him he 
would prop his feet up on whatever 
served for a desk, get a glassy look 
in his eyes and start muttering some 
mumbo jumbo which sounded some- 
think like, ‘I wish I was at ‘Old 
Pimlico’ and had a deuce going on a 
couple of good ones. Boy, what [ 
wouldn’t give to see them run a@ain.”’ 

This would cause the rest of us 
‘paper rustlers’ as we called our- 
selves, to look at each other in dis- 
may and begin to wonder if the good 
captain wasn’t beginning to crack 
from the ‘‘paper fatigue’’. He’s had 
it, we thought. 

But now the writer, for one, real- 
izes that he owes the captain a belat- 
ed apology for the evil thinking of 
the past and it is now quite evident 
to us that this officer learned a long 
time ago that all men are equal, 
with some just luckier than others, 
and that the lesson came from his 
association with the sport of racing. 

Maybe it would be a good idea to 
have all our’ prospective officers 
serve a year or so as a stableboy or 
groom under the direction of a 
good horse trainer to give them the 
proper respect and outlook on their 
duty to country, their fellow citizens 
and soldiers. 

The above brings to mind several 
more lessons gleaned from horse en- 
thusiasts with whom we have come 
in contact. Our next subject is a 
stableboy who deserted the horse- 
men’s ranks (but not completely) to 
drive a truck. We would meet him 
each day before he went out on his 
route and he would be pursuing the 
“Daily Racing Form” to see if any 
of the horses which he had taken 
care of as yearlings were on any of 
the entry lists. 

One day he came across a colt 
which had been a favorite pet of his 
and he kept saying the youngster 
would make good. He followed the 
juvenile in all his races and kept an 
accurate record of his speed rating. 
Finally he stated that his pet’s speed 


rating was going up all the time and 
when it reached 90 he would lay a 
‘bundle’ on him. The day arrived 
and the ex-stableboy went down to 
place his ‘‘bundle on his horse’’. He 
also told everybody he met that he 
was plunging on this 2-year-old. Of 
course, everybody wanted to get on 
the kill. That is how the odds on a 
horse get peat down. 

The stableboy turned truck driver, 
could not follow the race that day, 
due to his driving job, but the first 
thing the next morning he was scan- 
ning the “Form” to see what had 
happened to “his horse’’, for he was 
reported out of the money over the 
radio. The sad result was that for 
some unknown reason the horse pick- 
ed that day to refuse to break from 
the gate and was left at the post. 

We didn’t see our ex-stableboy for 
quite a spell after that. 

Our next lesson was learned from 
a jockey who called himself ‘‘Hen- 
est George’’. A little over the 4 foot 
mark, at no time did he ever weigh 
more than 110 pounds, and _ he 
smoked the biggest cigars that the 
local drug stores carried. When he 
walked down the street with the big 
cigar in his mouth, at an upturned 
angle, he was a ibizarre sight, to say 
the least. 

“Honest George” plied his trade 
at the half-milers in the days before 
the Thoroughbred Racing Associa- 
tions were established and of course, 
we had to ask him about some of the 
shenanigans that went on around the 
“little apple’ tracks. 

“You know it never happens the 
way the papers and the movies play 
it up.’’ He said. ‘“‘I mean when some- 
body got caught breaking the rules 
in the old days, the hook was baited 
so good that a guy was trapped be- 
fore he knew what happened. 

“Like one day when I’m ready to 
parade to the post, a no good owner 
stopped me and started to hand me 
a battery. I looked at him and he 
told me that my agent said I would 
use one, and that he had a big bet 
going on the horse. I told him if he 
had then this horse had better run be- 
cause I don’t ride mine with batter- 
ies. You know if I got caught I’d be 
ruled off for life, and that no good 
owner wouldn’t even buy me a ¢cup 
of java, if I was down and out and 
not able to ride. 

“The horse turned out to be a 
quitter and we finished behind the 
pack. As soon as I got off that dog’s 
back, I lit out for my agent and when 
I told him the story, he said that no 
good owner hadn’t even talked to 
him before the race. 

“So you can see the way they used 
to bait the trap for a jockey, and if 
a guy was dumb enough to fall for it 
they had their clutches on him and 
it almost always ended up in a sad 
story. Thank goodness that today 
there are few of those kind of punks 
in racing, but you will always have 
to look out for the sharpies who try 
to get into the game.”

There are many who talk and 
think like him in England even to- 
day. On the other hand there are 
also radical and progressive voices 
to be heard above the burblings of 
the diehard dunderheads. Their at- 
tempts to get anything done are us- 
ually hampered by the typical Eng- 
lish trait of veiwing with grave sus- 
picion any form of change. When Mr. 
Churchill became Prime Minister 
again last year, he attended a formal 
dinner at the Athenaeum Club, 
which is the acknowledged cloister- 
ed retreat of decrepit old generals 
and other stalwarts of ‘‘the old 
order’. As he passed through the 
reading room one aged geutleman 
lowered his London Times and croak- 
ed to his neighbor ‘“‘Isn’t that young 
Churchill? Haven’t seen him since 
the Boer War’’. I cannot vouch as to 
the authenticity of the story, but the 
idea behind it is not too far wrong. 
It seems to me that when initiative 
and progress become bogged down 
in history and tradition, the overall 
result is stagnation. 

Quite recently a young man who 
is described as a member of the new 
school of English turf writers, let 
out a clarion blast in a well known 
London racing magazine. He com- 
plained bitterly about ‘‘Yank’’ writ- 
ers who tear the English racing 
scene apart and delight in present- 
ing only the unfavorable side of the 
picture. His complaint might have 
carried more weight and merit had 
he not arrogantly used the deroga- 
tory term of address. To him, and 
many like him, a “Yank” is still an 
uncouth, ill-educated, native of 
America, but one stage removed 
from a Red Indian. If he wishes to 
wallow in the hog trough of racial 
prejudice, that is his affair, but 
when he becomes misguided enough 
to follow his tirade up by sending 
anonymous letters and impersonat- 
ing a horse, the thought here is that 
he sheuld be brought to order. I 
should certainly like to know how 
he reconciles his signature with the 
turf history that he is supposed to 
know so much about. It has always 
been my impression that Fair Play

The Greek’s Victory Gives Clark Stable 
Strong Hand In Handicap Division

Running one of the best races of 
his career, F. Ambrose Clark’s The 
Creek led from flagfall to finish in 
the 3rd and final leg of the Spring 
Maiden series. Gerrymander, his 
stablemate, who just nosed out The 
Creek in the Delaware edition of this 
stake, was 3rd, while Mrs. E. duPont 
Weir’s Master Mariner, separated the 
two at the finish after making a very 
game challenge to the winner during 

_ the last half-mile of the race. 

All 6 starters got off to an even 
start and for a turn of the field all 
were closely grouped with Beaupre 
and *Auftakt closest to the pace set 
‘bv The Creek. Then followed Gerry- 
mander and Montadet, and finally 
Master Mariner, who showed great 
respect to the “starey” fences at Aque- 
duct, and for a complete turn lost 
ground at each one. 

With little change in position. the 
field continued inthis order until the 
water jump in front of the stands, the 
second time. It was here that Beau- 
pre jumped poorly, dropping his hind 
legs into the water, and was never a 
serious contender afterwards. *Auf- 
takt too, after running well for the 
first mile dropped out of it. Montadet 
and Gerrymander moved into 2nd and 
3rd place behind The Creek as the 
field entered the far side for the last 
time. At this point Master Mariner 
evidently thought the Aqueduct fences 
were well within his ability, and un- 
der Warren Lane began a move which 
carried him from last to a close up 
3rd going into the far turn. 

Around this turn and curving into 
the home stretch, Riles on The Creek 
shook off a determined bid from Mon- 
tadet, but Master Mariner was more 
dangerous. Going to the last fence, 
the latter appeared to be gaining at 
each stride. At this jump, The Creek 
was in front by just about a length, 
veering out as he landed. On the 
outside of him, Master Mariner also 
appeared to veer out, and might have 
been bothered to some extent. Both 
horses recovered and from there to 
the wire it was a hard drive with The 
Creek lasting to win by ¥% length 
over Master Mariner. It was 4 lengths 
back to Gerrymander, who tried 
gamely in the last quarter to reach 
the top, but evidently found the 12 
pound penalty (for winning the Dela- 
ware Park side) too much for him. 
It was another 5 lengths back to Mon- 
tadet, who was not persevered with 
after being beaten. 

The Creek completed the about 2 
miles in 3:58 2/5 over a slow course, 
and was 2nd high weight of the field 
with 153 lbs. Now a 5-year-old, The 
Creek is a gelded son of *Hyperion- 
ion—*In the Rough, by Fairway. He 
gave moderate promise as a jumper 
in his 3-year-old form, winning a flat 
face and a hurdle race at the hunt 
meetings. Last year he was only 
raced 4 times, winning one, and being 
unplaced once, while this year his 7 
starts have resulted in 3 wins includ- 
ing a walkover. However, his form 
in both the Aqueduct and Delaware 
spring maiden races were by far his 
best performances to date, and should 
strengthen the already strong hand 
of the Clark stable in the handicap 
division. 

Aqueduct’s final week of racing 
produced some very interesting races 
through the field. A race was run on 
each of the 5 week days, and to some 
extent atoned for the lighter fields of 
a week ago. On Monday, 11 hurdlers 
went postward in a 11% mile test for 
non-winners of a race of $1,000, and 
at the end the old rose and yellow 
silks of Mrs. Ogden Phipps were first 
across the wire by 2!% lengths with 
Albert Foot having a nice ride on 
Scrappy. a 4-year-old Bimelech—Beli- 
cose gelding. Scrappy ran close to 
the early pace set by Credo, went to 
the front when that one quit, and 
staved there after putting away a 
game challenge from Battle Wave 
from the final turn to the wire. 

Battle Wave was easily 2nd best 
and might have won it all with better 
racing luck. Going by the stands the 
first time, with the field well bunch- 
ed. a certain amount of crowding 
caused Battle Wave to come over on 





Caste, who was forced out of the 
course, and at the same time caused 
Battle Wave to lose a lot of ground. 
Joseph Brant was 12 lengths further 
back for 3rd, and incidentally prob- 
ably bowed in the running, while an- 
other 10 lengths back, Forbidden C. 
garnered the 4th money. 


The following day, on Tuesday, The 
Mercator Steeplechase turned out to 
be one of the better and more inter- 
esting races of the meeting. Six of 
the 7 starters were in contention from 
start to finish, and at the end of a 
fast 3:45 2/5 minutes, Montpelier’s 
Hampton Roads with Raymie Woolfe 
in the saddle was first by a 2-length 
margin. Kept off the pace for more 
than a turn of the field, young Woolfe 
rode a confident race, moving to the 
leaders down the far side the last 
time to momentarily gain the lead 
from Phiblant at the 11th fence, only 
to lose it around the final turn, then 
coming on again on the outside over 
the 2 jumps in the stretch to catch 
Phiblant at the last and then won 
with something to spare. 


Extra Points under Tommy Field 
was always close to the pace, came up 
fast on the inside over the last jump, 
and under a good finish also gained 
the decision over Phiblant, beating 
that one by a head in the last stride 
or two. Phiblant, the favorite, tired 
in the last 16th, after making most of 
the pace, and being forced all the 
way by Night Patrol, Monkey Wrench, 
and finally the winner in the last 
half mile. The 4th horse, Monkey 
Wrench, after a season in England, 
ran a surprisingly good race to be a 
close up 4th, 2 lengths behind Phi- 
blant, only beaten about 4 lengths for 
all the money. 

The following day, a field of 7 bet- 
ter class hurdlers went postward in a 
$4,500 added handicap, but a truly 
sloppy and treacherous field from 
heavy rains played havoc with the 
handicappers allotments. Sanford 
Stud Farm’s Fulton, making his 1952 
debut under 155 Ibs., went off favor- 
ed in the betting and ran a really 
game race. Sent to the front by 
“Dooley” Adams shortly after the 
break, the highweight opened up a 
lead of about 2 lengths and continued 
that way for about a turn of the field. 

xoing by the stands the 2nd time, 
the lightly weighted Halley with 136 
lbs., ranged up and forced the pace 
from there on. At one point these 
two were 10 lengths in front of the 
others but around the last turn, this 
pace started to tell as *Salemaker, a 
good mud runner, began to overhaul 
the leaders, took command in the 
stretch and then won by 8. 


Fulton lasted for 2nd, 5 lengths in 
front of Halley, while it was 10 
lengths further back to Quaker Miss 
for 4th. The others staggered over 
the line with plenty of daylight in 
between, some refusing to extend 
themselves at all in the going. The 
time of 3:56 1-5 for the 2 miles was 
as slow a race as this writer can re- 
member for some time. 


While the course dried out some- 
what for the Spring Maiden on the 
following day, Thursday, it was still 
on the slow side for Friday, the final 
infield race of the meeting. A 2-mile 
event for claimers drew a good field, 
including Foxy Poise, champion 
hurdler of the midwest circuit. Train- 
ed by Ray Woolfe, and ridden by 
young Raymie, this one was consider- 
ed to have a splendid chance in this 
company. Going down the far side 
the last time, and making a good 
move at the time, Foxy Poise appear- 
ed to stumble. or was blinded by 
a loose piece of brush, and sent his 
rider off to a hard fall. *Berkeley 
2nd, came a cropper at the next one 
for the same reason. Meanwhile out 
on front, Battle Wave. Repose and 
Escarp battled it out, with the former 
lasting under a hard drive to take 
down the winners share. Repose was 
a close up 2nd, while Fonda ran over 
tired horses to garner 3rd money, 
and Escarp faded back to 4th. The 
time of 3:51 4/5, almost 15 seconds 
off the track record, also attested to 
the condition of the course which was

George C. Clark Has Excellent Stallion 
Prospect In His Hasteville

Each year’s 2-year-old racing is 
a guidebook to new horses and high 
hopes, through which turf enthusi- 
asts can leaf to get a glimpse of 
future performérs. It introduces the 
first get of young stallions, shows 
the prospects of top priced yearlings, 
gives a line on the eapabilities of the 
homebreds, and exploits the abilities 
of bargain basement stock. 

The breeder hopes for a 2-year-old 
winner so that he can expect a lar- 
ger return on the following season’s 
full or half-brother in the sales ring. 
The owner would like a little return 
for his investment, and the trainer 
wants a winner so that he can keep 
on eating. : 

Hasteville in his very first start 
on April 27, 1942 set everyone con- 
nected with him at ease. He broke 
from the gate with a flash of speed 
in a 2-year-old allowance race at 
Pimlico called the Lockwood Purse. 
went to the top and stayed there to 
win by 4 lengths. 

This effort would have satisfied the 
most critical owner, breeder or train- 
er, but the best part was the fact 
that in winning this jaunt, Hasteville 
reduced the track mark by a full 
second, covering the 4 1-2 furlongs 
in .52 3-5, a record which has not 
been equaled or surpassed for these 
past 10 years and 3 months. 

Hasteville was actually 2 years 
and 11 days old when he scored so 
brilliantly, having been foaled at his 
hreeder’s Hedgewood Farm, Lexing- 
ton, Kentucky on April 11, 1940. 
The black son of Haste—Jamesville, 
by Pompey was consigned to the 
Saratoga yearling sales by Charles 
A. Asbury, and was there purchased 
for $1,800 (a fair sized amount in 
those days), proving one of the best 
investments in horseflesh Gustave 
Ring ever made. 

It would take too long to build up 
race by race through the years, but 
a brief resume of the turf career of 
the fleet black colt would not go 
amiss. Hasteville raced from 2 on 
through 7 and was a winner each 
year, earning a total of $83,330. He 
started 96 times and was in the 
money on 51 occasions, winning 26 
of his encounters. 

Hasteville won the Delaware and 
Quaker City Handicaps, as well as 
placing in the Laurel Stakes to The 
Doge, Southern Maryland Handicap 
to Prefect, and the Baltimpre Handi- 


cap to Director J. E. 

In the 1 1-16 mile Quaker City 
Handicap at Garden State Park, the 
speedy colt was allowed to run in the 
middle of the pack, moved up on the 
last turn and took over the lead. As 
he came down the stretch, the fav- 
orite *Olympic Zenith challenged 
him strongly, but Hasteville raced 
on to win ‘by a half-length, with 
George Case in for 3rd. The time in- 
volved took 1.43 3-5, just a second 
over the record established the pre- 
vious year by Alex Barth. 

Haste, by *Maintenant—-Miss 
Malaprop, by *Meddler was noted as 
a sire of horses that were very dur- 
able, one of the more remarkable 
ones being the mare Quickly, which 
won 32 races in her day. Her racing 
record is,* of course, somewhat ob- 
scured by her record in the stud, be- 
ing the dam of Count Fleet, one of 
the best race horses and a highly 
successful sire; Count Speed, a most 
capable race horse and promising 
sire: and Depth Charge, sire of a 
host of 2-year-old performers, in- 
cluding the record-breaking Baloma. 

Haste is also much in the news re- 
cently through the efforts of his 
daughter Chuckle, a stakes winner. 
which Dr. Henry ‘pred to Pasteuri- 
zed, and got the ex-riding horse—~ 
now speed merchant Woodchuck. 
winner of the recent Equipoise Mile. 
This horse has built up quite a re- 
putation for himself as one of the 
best sprinters in the country. Chuck- 
le’s 3-year-old Huntsville and her 2- 
year-old Happy Deb are both win- 
ners this season. 

You've all heard the story of how 
Rushaway won the [Illinois Derby on 
Friday and the Latonia Derby on 
the following day, well he’s a Haste 
too—which only goes to prove the 
durability of this strain. One of the 
best of the Haste tribe was the Bel- 
mont Stakes winner Hurryoff; while 
Murph, Go Quick, Lady, Day, Sophia 
Tucker, Double Back, Chuckle. 
Quickly, and Drury Lane were all 
stakes winners. 

Scanning the sires of winning 
horses in 1951 (this compilation put 
out by the Thoroughbred Record), 
there was only one son of Haste 
which had registered a winner last 
vear. that being the sire Carideo. 
which got the claimer Agramonte. 
So from all appearances Hasteville is

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Good Sportsmanship Is Basis of All 
Sports Including Riding 





The basis of all sport is the ab- 
stract principle known broadly as 
“sportsmanship”. The world wants 
to see sportsmanship not only in the 
fields of sport, where it is expected, 
but even in business and personal re- 
lations. It is a spirit of love and 
understanding—a lack of pettiness 
eliminating the possibility of cut- 
throdt competition; which is auto- 
' inatically the death of sport 

And this must be learried early 
in the game, particularly in riding, 
as it is at once the basis and the 
final factor for success in the sport. 
It is essential for the harmonious 
relationship between horse and rider 
which must be established before 
that necessary coordination of tem- 
perament and body of the horse and 
the ridet can be achieved to accomp- 
' lish the final pélished performance 
of either. 

Obviously, our primary corcerh 
in this matter is with children, for 
' they are the most easily taught, as 
the most easily led astray. But if 
they are caught before their impres- 
sionable minds are imprinted with 
the wrong motives in sport, they can 
more easily withstand the human 
temptation to strive viciously for 
victory. As all horsemen are well 
aware, it is most often the parents 
who mislead their children into see- 
ing the sport only as a means of tri- 
umph and glory for themselves, 
without consideration of the sport it- 
self. Most youngsters, in approach- 
ing the skills of horsemanship, look 
forward to it as a pleasant relation- 
ship with a loved animal, but once 
introduced improperly to showing, 
their basic attitude is often obscur- 
ed by the promises and threats of 
their erring elders. 

It is not always, of course, the 
parents of the children who cause 
this transition. Frequently it is the 
unscrupulous professional, not wor- 
thy of the name, who is concerned 
only with quick superficial success 
appealing to the natural pride of 
the parents, thus furthering his own 
cause with them. The parent, in this 
case, is at fault in his ignorance. 

So, as the most influential factor 
in the education of the children( and 
the parents) the true horseman, 
who is quickly recognized in any in- 
telligent comparison, has a definite 
responsibility to the sport and the 
children to mold them as the future 
horsemen of the country. They are 
our future Olympic representatives 
and horse breeders. The literal 
reins of the sport must be turned 
over to each generation in turn, and 
it is imperative therefore that they 
be not only physically but mentally 
prepared to guide it as a sport, not 
as a business. The entire fate of 
the game being in the hands of the 
children, it is consequently in the 
hands of those horsemen who have 
already learned the importance of 
the proper . psychological approach 
to riding; real horsemanship is a 
matter of outwitting. not outlasting, 
the animal. 

How many o' us have cringed at 
the sight of a defeated but still 
Pompcus child exiting from the show 
tring to beat his horse unmercifully 
and let fly a barrage of foul langu- 


age. But since children only copy 
ther elders, they are not to be 
llamed. Before a child can become 


areal rider he has to become honest 
enough and humble enough to real- 
ize that his mount’s mistakes are 
Only the result of his own, each bad 
habit having grown from some minor 
disobedience which has through ig- 
Norance, incifference, or considera- 


tion of an ai dience, gone unpunish-

ed. Or the infuriating sight of the 
unprepared child crashing through 
the field or trampling crops when 
hunting, in order to be up front, 
thinking not of the sport of the 
chase, but only of his.own immedi- 
ate enjoyment. 

Granted, the good done by firm 
horsemen during lessons, shows, or 
in the hunt field is often undone at 
the dinner table by doting parents, 
sympathetic with the reprimanded 
ehild. But it still remains the abso- 
lute obligation of each horseman to 
install in these children the true 
principles of sportsmanship, tho- 
ugh it is often a tedious chore, oc- 
casionally a pleasant one, and al- 
ways requiring infinite patience and 
firmness. But there’s no one else 
to teach them. 

Once the child has achieved a 
sincere understanding of his animal 
and tolerance and respect for his 
fellows, he may become a horseman, 
and once a horseman, he can go on 
learning his skill indefinitely. The 
poor sport can riever learn!

As there was no admission, the hat 
was passed and the five hundred 
spectators filled it half full. 

So what are they going to do with 
all this money—vwell, the man next 
door had so much fun he says you 
can use my property to build an out- 
side course, so hammers are swing- 
ing and plans are under way for a 
fall show of the same type with big- 
ger and better showing facilities.

Joe Green, the man who buys open 
jumpers the way you and I buy bana- 
nas, has added another horse to his 
stable. Following the Hanover 
Horse Show, he purchased Alta Vista 
Farm’s Lariat for his patron Harry 
D. Ryan, Uniontown, Pa. The big 
chestnut gelding was the reserve 
jumper champion at this show to the 
Ryan horse Bedford. 

Lariat, as most will remember, 
came from the stables of Morton W. 
“Cappy” Smith, where Roxhill Stable 
purchased him. Under the handling 
of Linky Smith. Lariat was the open 
jumper champion of Maryland in 
1950 and ’51, as well as the open 
jumper champion of Virginia in 
1951. As a climax of their 1950 
showing season, Linky and Lariat 
won the open jumper stake at Madi- 
son Square Garden. 

Early this season, Hugh Wiley 
bought Lariat, and although the 
horse has been campaigned only 
lightly, he did very well for Alta 
Vista Farm. 

The purchase of this horse gives 
Joe Green virtually a monopoly on 
top open horses, for he had in his 
barn at Hanover the jumpers Bed- 
ford, Lovely Cottage, Oregon Duke, 
Grey Knight, and the working hunt- 
er Dream Boy, which will be more 
familiar to New Englanders as War- 
rior, winner of many tri-colors in 
the northern states. Dream Boy, 
alias Warrior, was the reserve work- 
ing hunter champion at the Han- 
over show. 

Concerning monopolies, let this be 
said—Joe Green may find himself 
in the role of Calumet Farm, when 
the ‘“‘Devil Red’? was gunning for 
the Hollywood Gold Cup with Cita- 
i *Noor got there first.
